Madison, Wis., July 6.—Scores ot 
bills -were acted upon at this session 
of the legislature affecting the cities 
of the state. The defeat of the home 
rule amendment to the constitution 
in the house, which would give the 
municipalities power to act on many 
of these measures of their own ac- 
cord without coining to. the legisla- 
ture, is perhaps the most Important.

Wisconsin poultrymen have learned 
that a well-fattened capon is usually 
worth, during the winter, just twice 
as much as nis feathered brothers — 
the cockerel and the rooster. At all 
times of the year the price paid lor 
capoi:s is higher than the price paid 
for uncaponized birds. 


Cokerela should be caponized when 
they weight between one and 
two 
pounds. With the exception of a few 
of the. best which should be kept- for 
breeding puruposes, all of the mole 
chick* should be caponized. That too 
few i>ersons in Wisconsin make use 
of the simple operations of capon- 
iiin 
its due largely to a lack 
of 
knowledge concerning the necessary 
methods of treatment.
